i. 

JL HIS Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, 
a Treasurer, and all the Governors* 

n. 

A subscription of One Guinea per annum shall constitute 
the Subscriber a Governor during the continuance of bis 
subscription* 

III. 
A donation of Ten Guineas or upwards, at one time, or 
•within the year, shall constitute the donor a Governor for 
life ; and all contributions, however small, will be gratefully 
accepted. 

IV. 

An annual General Meeting shall be held on the Second 
Wednesday in April, at which Meeting, seven Governors 
shall constitute a Board. 

V. 

The President, Vice-Presidents, or Treasurer, or any 
seven of the Committee, shall have power to call a General 
Meeting, giving one week's notice in the public papers. 



VI. 

A Colafahtee <A ^Writy-four, to consist eqtla% of Mem-* 
bers of the Church of England, and protestant Dissenters, 
shall be annually chosen from among the Governors, at the 
annual General Meeting, who shall meet the last Wednes- 
day in every month for conducting the affairs of the Society. 
The President^ Vice-T*resKfents, and Treasurer, shall be 
members of all Committees ; and five members shall be a 

quorum. 

VII. 
A President, Vice-President, Treasurer, or Secretary, 
when a vacancy happens, by death or resignation, shall be 
proposed by the Committee for the approbation of the 
General Meeting.

Five Auditors shall be appointed annually by the '(j enteral 
Meeting, to examine the bills and accounts of the Treasurer.

Governors. 

XII. 
The Secretary shall personalty attend all the Meetings of 
this Charity* tifttefl ffrevented fey Indisposition; in which 



case he is to send a deputy. He shall keep an accurate 
and methodical account of the proceedings, and do all the 
incidental business of this Charity. He shall apply for the 
annual subscriptions in London and its vicinity, and produce 
two or more securities, to be approved of by the Monthly 
Committee, who shall be bound with him in the amount of 
j£500, in one or more bonds. He shall pay all the subscrip- 
tions to the Treasurer or Banker, and produce his account 
to the Committee every month, and not retain the amount 
of £100 at any time in his possession: 

XIII. 
In all places where the Schools of this Society may be 
established, gentlemen of respectable character in the 
neighbourhood shall be requested to visit them every Sun* 
day, receive subscriptions, correspond with the Society, 
and suggest any improvement in the plan they may think 
necessary. 

XIV. 

The Society shall provide Spelling-Books and Testaments, 
for the use of the Scholars. 

XV. 

The Committee shall be at liberty to order lessons on 
working-days, where they shall think necessary. 

XVI. 

All the Scholars shall attend some place of public wor- 
ship every Sunday ; but such as their parents may respec- 
tively approve. 

XVII. 

All the executors or administrators of any Will, wherein 
is bequeathed to this Society a legacy of .£100, or upwards, 
(ball, on payment thereof, become Governors for life. 



RULES 
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SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 
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I. 

The objects of this Charity shall be poor persons, of each 
sex, of any age, who shall be taught to read, at such times, 
and in such places, as the Committee by themselves, or 
other correspondents, shall appoint. 

II. 

The Teachers, by direction of the Committee, or their 
correspondents, shall oblige all who are committed to their 
charge to attend public worship every Sunday, unless pre- 
vented by illness, or other sufficient cause. 

III. 
; The Teachers shall take care that the Scholars come clean 
to their respective Schools ; and if any Scholars be guilty 
of lying, swearing, pilfering, talking in an indecent manner, 
or otherwise misbehaving themselves, the Teacher sjiall 
point out the evil of such conduct ; and if, after repeated 
reproof, the Scholar shall not be reformed, he, or she, shall 
be excluded the School. 

IV. 

The religious observation of the Christian Sabbath being 
an essential object with the Society for the Support and En- 
couragement of Sunday Schools, the exercises of the Scho- * 
lars on that day shall be restricted to reading in the Bible, 
and to spelling, as a preparative for it. 

V. 

A printed Copy of the above Rules shall be put up in the 
School-room, and read by the Teacher to the Scholars the 
first Sunday in every month*

REPORT. 



1818. 



YOUR Committee, in the discharge of the duty 
imposed upon them by the constitution of this Society, 
have much whereon to congratulate the friends and 
supporters of this Institution, in presenting the Annual 
Report of its proceedings, and therein the progress 
which has been made towards the extended and 
liberal object which it professes to have in view — the 
instituting and encouraging of Schools for the Reli- 
gious Instruction of the Poor throughout the British 
Dominions. 

Your Committee have purposely introduced, thus 
early, a distinct view of the benevolent spirit of that 
title which you have adopted for the following reasons. 

First, because they are convinced that the moral 
benefits resulting to society in general from the fulfil* 
ment of the design of this Institution, must dispose 
every rational, every wise and considerate inhabitant 
of this kingdom, to assist in disseminating such in* 
struction as tends to promote sober habits, honest 
industry, and loyal conduct.— Secondly, because every 
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thinking Christian must fte£ that in addition to the 
great benefits just mentioned, the operations of this 
Society are absolutely necessary to give effect to the 
benevolent exertions of 4fee -several other pious in^ 
stitutions of the day, and tD operi a passage for the 
free communication of the btassed precepts of God's 
Holy Word, to the yet uninstructed minds of those 
whom He has chosen rich in faith and heiis of His 

r 

promises : and, Thirdly, because by the Divine blessing, 
year after year has added to our hopes both in the 
increase of our numbers, the proportionate increase of 
our funds, and the providential opening of fresh fields 
of usefulness. 

The more fully to establish these premise^ you? 
Committee beg leave to state, that during the year 
just ended, 250 additional Schools have been esta- 
blished, containing 24,262 Scholars, for whose use and 
for the further assistance of 63 other Schools pre- 
viously established, there havje been issued sratis from 
the Society's depository 25,960 SpeUmg-bpoks, 3,129 
Testaments, and 10 Bibles. The places where these

The total number of SchOfJ? established Jby #is 
Society amounts to no less than 5,247, containing 
443,693 Scholars ; the total number of books issued 
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for their use, is 486,322 Spelling-books, 93,362 Testa- 
ments, and 8,176 Bibles; besides which, the sum of 
«£4,179 85. 5rf. was expended during the first twenty 
years of the Society, in the hire of teachers, an ex- 
pence which has now entirely ceased, owing to the 
gratuitous zeal generally manifested to teach without 
any other, reward than the pleasure derived .from the 
fruits and effects of so laudable a sacrifice of time and 
labour. 

To so great an extent have the efforts of your 
Society been blessed, that the benefits of living in a 
free country, under the uncontrolled preaching of the 
word of Truth, seem at length to be experienced ; and 
that darkness which, notwithstanding such solid advan- 
tages long maintained its empire over the, greater space 
of our moral horizon, is departing like the shades of night 
before the rising sun. The light of God's word has 
arisen to chase this pestilential mist; already the star 
of hope has visited us, and ere long by the continu- 
ance of your pious exertions may we expect to see 
the day spring from on high ; for he has said,, " in 
due time ye shall reap if ye faint not." 



Having premised thus much, your Committee have 
now to report, that with a view to maintain a strict ap- 
plication of economy in the management of the Society's 
affairs, they have been induced to adopt the measure 
of stereotyping the Spelling-book of the Society, by 
which means that item of expense has been con-

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tkterfebly lredaecri> tnd a saving has been advan- 
tageously effected. 

Your Committee have ateo to notice an ap{>Hoation 
(amongst many others) from the Isle of Man, requesting 
W<b "Society to undertake tite printing of a& elementary 
book in the Mank's language.— Your Committee 
fctiforigly recommend the adoption of th£ proposed 
measure so soon as an approved manuscript copy can 
be procured for that purpose, upon the grounds that 
^portions of the ftoly {Scripture have already been 
printed, tod that the Church Service is for the most 
£art performed in that language on the Island. Far 
tench undertakings, however, much support wffl be 
requisite ; and your Committee cannot but hope, that 
fite recent examples of liberality and benevolence 
Which they are now cdled uptfn to acknowledge With 
great gratitude may be abundantly imitated, namely, 
a. donation of £50$ from an anonymous friend; a 
ifcgacy of ,£200 from our late worthy Vice-President, 
John Harman, Esq. deceased ; ,£30 from John Broadley 
Wilson, Esq. of Clapham Common, and ££l from 
John Gurney, Esq. of Serjeant's Inn. 

Such liberality marks strongly the high opinion 
entertained of the beneficial effects of your Society'^ 
efforts, and your Committee confidently trust that such 
noble examples, and such substantial panegyric, will 
avail much in pointing out the importance of this In- 
stitution, and in procuring it more universal counte- 
nance and support. 
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Your Committee cannfct better close their Report, 
than by humbly and gratefully acknowledging the 
protecting blessing of that Heavenly Shepherd, who 
disposes the hearts of some, and loudly appeals to all 
those who take His name upon them, if they love him, 
to feed His lambs.

" I shall make no apology in addressing you upon a 
subject in which the interests of religion are concerned* 

About a year ago I was instituted to the reel ory of ~„ 

I found the parish in such a state of ignorance, and din- 
order, from a variety of causes, that out of three hundred 
inhabitants scarcely thirty had been taught to. r^a4 : and, 
except among the five principal farmers nat more than 
five Bibles were to be seen in the houses. No Sunday- 
School had been instituted, and the only means of instruc- 
tion was for the cottagers to send their children at two* 
pence per week to two little schools under the care of 
women. Such, however, was the poverty of the place, 
that many of the labourers, could not afford this small 
pittance from their weekly wages. By constant cate- 
chising in the church, and some encouragement to the 
poor families, the number of children who can read is 
considerably increased; but they are so often engaged 
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in the fields 'doting the week-days; that I thought little 
progress could be made without a Sunday-School. Every 
incidental expence must be defrayed by myself, as there 
is no independent family in the parish, and the farms are 
so highly rented, that I cannot apply to the tenants with 
any prospect of a subscription. Indeed, I believe they 
are very averse to such an innovation, though the extreme 
-ignorance of the poor leads them to commit every possible 
depredation on their property , from want of early restraint, 
und early instructions in the principles of religion. 

"The chief object of my present application to the 
•Society is through your kindness to solicit their assist- 
ance towards the donation of Bibles, Testaments, and 
5pelltng-Books, for which the poor children are exceed- 
ingly anxious. The few I have been enabled to distribute 
have been received with such an impression, as gives me 
Hie greatest encouragement to hope that a perseverance 
in this respect will be followed by the happiest effects,

" I fear the imputation of negligence, in not 
Sooner acknowledging the receipt of your letter and the 
Woks, which arrived on the 9th of August last; but 
I wished to be able to send some information as to the 
use made of the generous present of the Sunday-School 
Society, and feel happy to state, that their bounty was 
most opportune, . and has, I hope, been productive of good. 
The Protestant boys belonging to the School regularly 
attend divine service at my church; they have made con- 
siderable progress, both in the Church Catechism and in 
^he Scriptural Guide to the Knowledge of the Gospel, 
in the form of a catechism ; and also in the New Testa- 
ment History. The Roman Catholic boy s- read the admi- 
rable selections of Scripture in your Society's . Spelling- 
Books: They evince, in general, a thirst for knowledge; 
and I exercise their memory by making them rehearse 
some ' passages from the Spelling-Books, or verses from 
Dr. Watts's Songs for Children. The school has been 
opined about three months, and the greatest number of 
*he boys were then unacquainted with the alphabet;— 
we have them now reading and writing, arid evidently in 
a state of progressive improvement. The two Schools 
for females are conducted by young ladies of a serious 
And benevolent disposition. Several of the Roman Ca- 
tholic girls continue to read the Scriptures in our trans* 
Jation with great avidity ; and their parents have, I think, 
jn one or two instances, been induced to read them also. 

" Education, in any point of view, I regard of such 
prime importance, that I cannot but wish the number of 
Schools any how increased ; even Roman Catholic natives, 
.by teaching to read and write, lay % foundation on which 



Uracil good nay afterwards be built. The Roman Catho- 
lic children learn their catechism and prayers by rote m 
Irish or in Latin, or both. 

ic All these are like the dawnings of evangelic light ; 
and I hope they will encourage the labourers in the vine- 
yard to be more industrious and active. The Romish 
clergy ought to stimulate us by their example — they are 
indefatigable; and, strange to tell, are involuntarily sap* 
ping the foundation of their authority; for they have 
been compelled to meet the thirst for knowledge amongst 
their people by religious books, periodical papers, &c. &c, 
in all which, though grossly superstitious, there is a ten- 
dency to encourage a spirit of inquiry, which may here- 
after prove widely different, in its effect, from what they 
now aim at.

"The 550 Spelling-Books and 100 Testaments 
which the Sunday-School Society were pleased to order 
to me, proved truly acceptable ; 1 now sit down to ren. 
der an account of their distribution. Having gone to the 
neighbourhood of the Giant's causeway, for the benefit 
of sea-bathing, I took with me there 100 Spelling-Books 
and 24 Testaments; and though I stopped there but 
three weeks, I organized a Sunday-School in the village 
of Bush Mills, and arranged the conducting of it; and 
on the first Sunday I had 105 children, and the next 
26 additional. It is now carried on under the direction 
of Mr. — , a magistrate there, who feels much interest 
in its success. To a Mr. Daniel Cook, of Ballygawly, 
who superintends six schools in this county, (Tyrone) 
I gave 100 Spelling-Books and 30 Testaments. To a Mr. 
William Waller, and John Elliot, of Letterkenny, (county 
Donegal!) I gave 24 Spelling-Books and 16 Testaments; 
To Joseph Harvy, of Omagh, I gave 20 Spelling-Books 
and 1 2 Testaments. The remainder I have at Cammoran- 
green, where my school is, and where I reside, three miles 
from Omagh, the port town* 
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. Cc Hfad it not been for the aid your Soeiety had afforded 
ime in books, the exertions that have been made in this 
kingdom would have been limited indeed. By the per- 
severance and truly laudable example of your London' 
Societies, the Lord is stirring up Societies in this king- 
dom; but I trust all those exertions will not diminish 
the zeal of our friends in England. I praise the Lord, 
much good is already apparent. My School here is nu*< 
merously attended by Papists, who commit the Scripture* 
to memory, and seek for a Bible as eagerly as the Protes- 
tants.

been able to visit them this summer throughout the whole 
country r but, so far as I have been able to visit th^m per* 
tonally, and as far as my information from others extends; 
I have the pleasure of informing you, that, in general, 
they are in a flourishing state;— yes, in many parts, more' 
so than ever they were, both as to the number of children' 
who attend them, and the progress they make in the 
knowledge in divine things. Generally, in the North 
countries, this is true of them every where. I have been 
lately through several counties in South Wales: it was 
mdst delightful for me to observe the progress mac^e since 
I was there about two years ago. , In some districts, the 
grown up young people of both sexes, as well as the chil- 
dren, were constantly and pleasingly employed in acquiring 
greater knowledge of the Bible and divine things; and the 
majority of them, to my great surprise, had made a public 
profession of religion, and bore very exemplary characters. 
In a few of these places, I witnessed the most delightful 
sight I ever saw, in their public examinations. In other 
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places they only wanted a little encouragement to go on ' 
With fresh vigour. I think donations of books from your 
Committee to the teachers, would have very great effect 
ill re-animating the teachers, and refreshing the work 
timong the children. I hope the Committee will not 
deem this as taking too much liberty with them, and 
making too free with their liberality. Donations from

" I have received a Letter from my friend and 

relation, the Rev. , rector of -— y desiring me 

to acquaint you (with his kindest remembrance) that the 
Sunday-School at Buckland, Herts^ continues to flourish, 
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in opposition to many .obstacles. One singular effect has 
lately appeared, which deserves to be mentioned. When 
HJr. ■' firsicame to the parish, very few could read, 
and a Bible or a Testament would scarcely be accepted. 
Through the liberality of friends, few houses are now 
without the Bible, and every child that can read is in 
possession either of the Old or New Testament. Bnt, 
about three or fpur weeks ago, Mr. —r~*r procured more 
than forty Prayer-Books, of different prices, and sent 
them to a shop to be distributed amongst the poor at 
very reduced prices ; for he knew* from former expe- 
rience, that they would scarcely accept them as a pre- 
sent In a few days all but one were sold, and on the 
next Sunday he had the pleasure of seeing them in the 
bands of some of the poorest of fei& congregation.

As a specimen of the deplorable 
ignorance prevailing at Castle Acre, one of the villages 
above alluded to, out of 33 children I met with on Janu- 
ary 26th last, there were 29 boys and girls who could not 
read, which is the proportion throughout the towns in this 
dark part of Norfolk. On Sunday last, the number of 
children who attended at the above place were 65, and 
there are teachers come forward gratuitously,

"I think it mf duty to c6taifatinte«fte to y6u 
every favourable trdingi jespectitfg the Sunday Schools hi 
«*rr cotnrtry, which domes witfim my knowledge, as I am 
sensible of the high gratification it affords you and the 
Gentteifaen of the Conttntttee to hear of their success 
everywhere. I ata just returned from a fortnight's tbu* 
through Carnarvonshire: every where the children met 
life bv hundreds, to be catechised, which 1 did thrice 
every cray, travelling at the same tittre from 15 to 25 miles. 
I was most highly delighted with the proficiency which 
the children and yotrng people had made in reading and 
catechetical instruction throughout the whole country. 
From the age of £ to 25 or 30, they generally attend the 
Schools ; and many old people, grey-headed in ignttrance, 
are stirred up by the young to seek for knowledge in the 
BiMe in their old age. They ate emerging out of igno- 
rance 6* m&sse. I find public catechising a very powerful 
means to keep the Sehools lively and vigorous : there is 
a tendency to decline in human nature, corrupted and 
averse from divine employments, end catechising publicly 
is the engine I play with mostly, 'to counteract that ten- 
dency. From some parts of Denbighshire, I hear very 
favourable tidings ; and in one district of this country, 
there is a very great revival by means of the School 
there: all the young people attend with undescribable 
eagerness, and of course their proficiency is rapid and 
very pleasing. 

•* It may be satisfactory to the Committee of the 
Sunday- School Society, to inform them, that not a single 
cause was brought to be tried at the present Spring Assizes 
in Merionethshire, Carnarvonshire, nor Anglesea; and 
this remarkable and unusual circumstance is attributed 
by many to the general attention to the Bible, excited By 
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means of the Sunday-Schools, which universally and suc- 
cessfully prevail through those counties. For my own 
part, I have no dought of it; and that the Sunday-Schools 
have had a very great effect in ameliorating the manners 
of the bulk of the country people here, in point of moral 
improvement ; no doubt can remain in the mind of those 
who have had a proper opportunity of judging. 

" Knowledge of divine truth is much increased, and is 
still' increasing; but we hope to see greater things, the 
succeeding year if we live. I think it my duty to mention 
these things to you, for the encouragement of the Gentle* • 
men of the Committee, and that they may assuredly know 
that their labours in the Lord are not in vain,

" I have to request yoa will communicate to the sup- 
porters of the Sunday-School Society how much Ireland 
stands in need of their benevolent aid as also the h,appy 
consequences I can record, flowing from the protection 
already afforded us. The stream of general education, I 
trust, will now carry in its current of importance, the no 
less important efforts of Sunday-School education. Fo.r 
my part, I deem the latter the mpst important^ as it ex^ 
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tends to the poor working classes, and detaches those.. 
poor children from those vicious associations that herd. 
together on the Sabbath-day, the total disregard to which 
is so lamentably apparent in Ireland. My School at Cam~ 
moran Green, three miles from Omagh, has now continued 
six years, during which period 1 have received and edu- 
cated upwards x o£ one thousand children and grown up 
young persons : the letter and many of the former, I am 
convinced, but for such weekly establishment never would 
have read the word of God. 

" I wish to see the poor child of the Irish peasant edu- 
cated in that system of religion which Moses and the Pro- 
phets, Christ and his Apostles, taught; and if that be not 
the religion of the Ghurch of England, the Church, as 
now established, is truly jn danger from the Bible. 
. " I can state, as a fact, that in my School the reading 
of the plain word of God, has been blessed to the conversion 
of several Roman Catholics ; and sure I am, it is the Spirit 
of God a)one that can render it effectual; and when I hear 
of men wishing to accompany the word of God with their 
notes and comments, as essential to its being understood, 
I view in them the same spirit that first corrupted Christi- 
anity. Moreover, when I reflect that the Scriptures pro- 
duced the Reformation, that it was in the absence of the 
Bible, priestcraft raised its head, and when brought to the 
light of the Gospel as in the Scriptures it fell, I am clearly 
for still adhering to it alone. I would therefore, Sir, en* 
treat the Sunday-School Society to look towards Ireland, 
for without their aid, I could not have carried on the 
yarious other Sphools I have under my care in various 
parts of the North of Ireland, as, under divine goodness, 
I know of no means better calculated to ex|end the kingn 
dom of the Lord Jesus, of producing love to God and 
gQo4 will to man, of raising, the dropping spirits of the 
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poor Roman Catholic from a cross of wood to the " Lamb 
of God that taketh away the sin of the world."

I hare the pleasure to acquaint you for the infor- 
mation of you* Committee, that the Sunday-School f hare 
instituted in this place promises well : upwards of 80 poor 
children have been admitted, and the number increases 
weekly. I also feel peculiar satisfaction hi stating, that 
the town wears a very different aspect ori the Sabbath froin 
what; it did prior to the establishment of this School. 
Older and deeency have taken the place of riot and inde- 
cency. The poor children, after attending the School and 1 
divine service, return peaceably to their homes with a- se- 
rious deportment, which evinces that the instruction given 
has produced a suitable effect on their infant minds; The 
parents attend church more frequently, and are thankful; 
for the opportunity afforded their children of being taught 
to read, and instructed in their duties. 

* As the number admitted is much greater than what t 
expected, if you could furnish us with a farther supply of 
Testaments and Spelling-Books, it would be conferring 
apett us a signal kindness.

« Dear Sir, BaU. 

" I returned last week from a month's tour through 
part of South Wales. The Schools appeared prosperous 
in most parts where I have been, and hundreds of them 
were brought for public examinations in different parts* 

" In one large district, including four or five parishes, 
there . appeared a very general and powerful awakening 
among the children and young people who have for a few 
years past attended the Schools. Hundreds of them ap- 
peared of a week-day for public examination i» four dif- 
ferent places. Their whole soul seemed to be heartily 
engaged in the work-: their appearance was solemn and 
serious, and the impressions, on their minds were deep and 
powerful. Above 140 have joined .society in one parish* 
in the space of two mouths, and their examinations were 
very pleasing and profitable. The awakenings extend to 
nearly all the young people ; and I have net for many 
years past, witnessed so glorious and delightful a scene. 
I shall never forget my late visit among them. The Loud 
most evidently worked powerfully on their well-informed 
minds. I could not ask them ar question on the fundn- 
meutal articles of Christianity, without obtaining a very 
proper answer, confirmed by a passage of Scripture. I 
deemed what I then saw of. the work of the Lord among 
them, an ample reward for all my labours these twenty, 
six years past in the instruction of our poor people. I 
write this not from any motive of ostentation, but for the 
satisfaction of the Committee, and that the Lord by many 
may be praised for bis wonderful worker to the children of 
men. Not unto us! Not unto us!, but to thy name, be 
the praise ! 

" I can very profitably dispose of many mora books, 
if the Committee choose to entrust me with them. 1 unite 
with our poor but willing people, in many thanks for past 
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esteemed favours. I trust the success of the work among 
us will encourage the Committee to grant us further assis- 
tance.

. •'• In the name of myself and friends, I beg you to 
make my thanks acceptable to the Sunday-School Society 
/or their kind present of books. My large little family 
jwiU, I trust, be thankful to-morrdw when the benefaction 
is presented to them. The inhabitants of the whole of 
4bis town having often expressed their admiration at the 
change already apparent in the children, I cannot deny 
myself the pleasure of mentioning it. This being a con- 
siderable manufacturing town, the number of idle and rag* 
ged boys and girls that infested the streets on the Lord's- 
day was as notorious as unpleasant to all who are in the 
•habit of resorting to the bouse of God on that day. Three 
hundred children withdrawn from the streets render them 
as quiet as they were noisy before. The growing improve- 
ment of the children is truly encouraging to steady perse, 
verance. — Many of them who could not read a letter 
six. months ago, can now not only read, but repeat their 
catechism and hymns: such will be rewarded to-morrow 
with a Testament. I must not omit to mention, for the 
encouragement of the Committee, that before my settle, 
meat in this place, there had been a school seven or eight 
years ago, which, though it declined, from the removal of 
one or two of its most active members, yet was productive 
of good both at the time and since, f, ven now we feel its 
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good effects, in a dozen teachers, of both Seles, having 
voluntarily uadertakea to teach gratis ; declaring to me* 
that they did so from conviction of its vast importance* 
and out of gratitude for having themselves been taught in 
the former School. 

" Our School is open to all,, embraces some of all the 
diversities ■ of religious opinion, but not a . word is eyer 
hinted by way of restriction. One of our rules requires 
the parents to attend to solicit the admission of their child-, 
ren, and engage for their cleanly and punctual attendance* 
This has proved the happy means of bringing many of them 
to attend divine worship, who have it is to be feared, 
neglectejj it for years.

" The noble institution established in the metropolis 
for the encouragement of Sunday Schools, will, I hope, 
justify me (as an advocate and promoter of those semina- 
ries of information and morality) in applying to the Society 
for books, I have only been resident a short time in this 
populous village; and was alarmed to find that my prede- 
cessors had been either inattentive or unsuccessful. The 
parents here are chiefly manufacturers of woollen cloth. 
The trade being so much depressed, and the inhabitants 
miserably poor, their children have been totally neglected 
on the Sabbath, and have run up and down in every direc- 
tion, committing wanton insult and mischief; but it gives 
me great pleasure to say they are now transformed as it 
were by magic, and emulate one against another, who shall 
pay the greatest deference to their teachers and superiors. 

" The number already on the list amounts to upwards 
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•f three hundred, and they increase every week. I think 
that more than one third will toon be capable of reading 
the Bible.

* I ought sooner to have acknowledged the receipt of 
the books from the Sunday-School Society, and to havtt 
returned my gratefal thanks to the Committee for their 
kind benefaction, and likewise to yon for your attention* 

u In this part of the country we have nine school* every 
Sunday. In this circuit (which is about seven miles in cir- 
cumference,) since I wrote to you last, the number of 
scholars have increased to more than four times what I 
then mentioned. 

" But old and young flock there, until our chapels art 
often so crouded, that there is scarcely sufficient room 
to accommodate them with seats. Pleasing sight ! to see 
many greyheaded old men and women, with their specta- 
cles on, learning to read the word of God. It makes no 
difference to them whether little children or somebody else 
teaches them, as long as they are taught; that is what 
they eagerly wish for. Again, our young men think it 
almost a disgrace if they are prevented from attending 
these meetings. Upon entering ahno$t every house in the 
neighbourhood, there is always some one learning some 
portion of the Scripture by heart. In some families it is 
a stated regulation that every one of the household shall 
learn one verse every day, and repeat, at either morning 
or evening family duty; and on the Sabbath-night, to 
repeat the whole that was learnt during the week. I

knowledge of the children* wl»o a year ago were nearly all 
common swearers, that a child, of only six to seven years 
of age, reasoned with a P*a* on the impropriety of swear- 
ing, telling him that swearing was sin against God !

u *Since the commencement of our School, on the 
5tb of March last, we have admitted about one hundred 
and forty scholars, in many of whom there is already a 
visible reformation of manners, as well as improvement 
in reading. One young man, seventeen years of age, 
who* four months ago, did not know all the letters in the 
alphabet, can now, (through the instruction which he has 
received amongst us) read tolerably well, and seems to 
be fast rising out of that ignorance in which he was 
necessarily found, being brought up in a work-house, 
where he was shut out from every means of literary in- 
formation. Nor is the utility of this school likely to be 
confined within itself. By our exertions a spirit of bene* 
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neighbourhood; and we rejoice to hear, that similar 
institutions are likely to be set on foot, in many of the 
towns and villages around us. 

"To. those regulations mentioned in your circular, 
we steadily adhere ; and also trust, we shall never render 
ourselves unworthy the approbation of that Society to 
which we are so particularly indebted. .
